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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

It has been noted that Applicants have written claim 18 providing for "the use" of 
LASP-1 , LAP-1 and/or partial peptides thereof, but since the claim does not set forth 
any steps involved in the method/process, which does not comply with 35 U.S.C. 101 
because the claimed recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the 
process, results in an improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is 
not a proper process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101. See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 
USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131, 
149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). Rewriting claims that comply with 35 U.S.C. 101 is 
recommended. For the purposes of the restriction requirement claim 18 will be 
interpreted as being directed to methods of making a medicament. 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372.
